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FIRE DESTROYS FERTILIZER PLANT 


AUSTRALIA IS 
FIGHTING MAD; 
WANTS U,S, AID 


Canberra, Australia, March 14 


(AP)—A grave warning that the 
Americas would be "wide open" if 
Japan conquers Australia and a plea 
for the closest cooperation with 
Australia were broadcast directly to 
the people of the United States to- 
day by Prime Minister John Curtin, 
leader of his country's fight for life 
against Japan. 


"Australia is the last bastion be- 


tween the west coast of America and 
the Japanese—if Australia goes, the 
Americas are wide open," he de- 
clared. 


Saving West Coast 


Lashing at speculation that the 


Japanese might pass up Australia 
and that they could be met and 
routed in India, he asserted: 
• "I say to you that saving Australia 
is saving America's west coast. If 
you believe anything to the contrary 
you delude yourselves." 


Before speaking to his "comrades 


in this war" in the United States 
the prime minister announced that 
Australia presumably had suffered 
another severe naval reverse—the 
apparent loss of the 6,980-ton cruiser 
Perth, heroine of numerous battles 
in the middle east, and the 1,060-ton 
sloop Yarra, with their 833 meii. 


The ships fought successfully and 


without damage in the battles of the 
Java sea, Curtin said, but they have 
not been reported since leaving Java 
for home and they are presumed to 
have been sunk. 


Japs Claim Two 


(The Japanese claimed March 3 


that the Perth and her sister ship, 
the Hobart, were among 23 United 
Nations warships sunk off Java on 
the week-end of March 1.)

Huge Structure 
Is Leveled By 
$100,000 Bluze 


Fire of undetermined origin destroyed the local plant of 


the Central Chemical Corporation of Pennsylvania with all its 
machinery, hundreds of tons of fertilizers, feeds, insecticides 
and seeds, east of town on the Lincoln Highway. It was 
| formerly known as the Oyler and Spangler fertilizer plant. 


Discovered shortly after 6:30 o'clock the flames raced 


through the big two- and three-story frame building and re- 
duced it to blazing ruins in an hour. 


Visible For Miles 


At the height of the fire great masses of flame billowed 


skyward for a hundred feet or more from almost all sections 
of the structure which measured about 55 by 250 feet. A 
huge column of smoke and sparks made the fire visible for 
miles around. 


Estimates of the probable loss ranged from §75,000 to 


$100,000 and upward. Samuel G. Spangler and J. Price Oyler, 
managers of the plant, said they could not estimate the dam- 
age until an inspection of the ruins could be made and an 
inventory taken of the stocks of chemicals, fertilizers, feed 
and spray materials which filled the structure. 


Trucker Discovers Flames 


The cause of the fire remained a mystery. The flames 


were discovered first by Charles Sell, a trucker from Schantz's 
orchards, near Allentown, who had arrived early for a load of 
spray materials. He was dozing in his truck at the north 
side of the building waiting for the plant to open, for the day. 
He was aroused by the crackling flames shooting from the 
roof at the northeast section of the structure. 


He drove his truck to the farm house just west of the 


plant where he summoned L. Guy Sterner. The alarm was 
tljen telephoned to the fire company from Hartzell's service 
station nearby.

“OPEN” WINTER 
HELPS GAME IN 
ADAMS COUNTY 


Fire of undetermined origin destroyed the local plant of 
I the Central Chemical Corporation of Pennsylvania with all its 
machinery, hundreds of tons of fertilizers, feeds, insecticides 
and seeds, east of town on the Lincoln Highway. 
It was 
formerly known as the Oyler and Spangler fertilizer plant. 
Discovered shortly after 6:30 o’clock the flames raced 
through the big two- and three-story frame building and re­ 
duced it to blazing ruins in an hour. 
Visible For .Miles 
At the height of the fire great masses of flame billowed 
skyward for a hundred feet or more from almost all sections 
of the structure which measured about 55 by 250 feet. 
A 
huge column of smoke and sparks made the tire visible for 
miles around. 
Estim ates of the probable loss ranged from $75,000 to 
$100,000 and upward. Samuel G. Spangler and J. Price Oyler, 
managers of the plant, said they could not estim ate the dam­ 
age until an inspection of the ruins could be made and an 
inventory taken of the stocks of chemicals, fertilizers, feed 
and spray materials which filled the structure. 
Trucker Discovers Flames 
The cause of the tire remained a mystery. 
The flames 
were discovered first by Charles Sell, a trucker from Schantz’s 
orchards, near Allentown, who had arrived early for a load of 
spray materials. 
He was dozing in his truck at the north 
side of the building waiting for the plant to open for the day. 
lh* was aroused by the crackling flames shooting from the 
roof at the northeast section of the structure. 
He drove his truck to the farm house just west of the 
plant where he summoned L. Guy Sterner. 
The alarm was 
H en telephoned to the tire company from HartzeH’g service 
station nearby. 
Gettysburg firemen responded with all of their equipment. 
Later firemen arrived from New Oxford and Biglerville.

One of the first things that L.

Biglerville and New Oxford 
companies did not book up big hose 
lines through their pumpers but 
used their chemical equipment and 
booster tanks. 


They announced they would stand 


by until any danger from an under- 
ground gasoline storage tank passed. 
The surface pump over the tank 
stands directly in front of the plant, 
near the Hunterstown road crossing 
over the Western Maryland railroad 
tracks. 


There was no estimate available

Electric current 
through lines

cut off. Heavy power cables leading 
from poles near the office buildinj 
to the west wall of the plant pulled 
that section of the wall onto the 
roadway when that part of the plant 
was burned out. Both telephone and 
electric wires fell to the ground 
about the plant.

president of the Central Chemical 
Corporation of Pennsylvania, ar- 
rived here from Hagerstown, Mary- 
land, to inspect the damage.

DUTCH TROOPS 


GARRY ON IN

quiry from some of my readers. 


They have written to demand, 


with more vigor than logic, why it 
is that Uncle Sam is fighting to de- 
fend the British Empire when John 
Bull himself is allowing it to slip 
away from him bit by bit. Why 
don't we look after our own interests 
and let the English look after theirs? 
In s h o r t , "am I my brother's 
keeper?" 


Well, in the 'first place that query 


has a faulty premise. We aren't ex- 
pending an ounce of war effort 
which isn't needed to safeguard our 
country and our homes. Looking at 
it from the standpoint of pure self- 
interest, we are busy saving our own 
skins. Uncle Sam and John Bull are 
two men in a boat on a stormy sea, 
and if one goes under, so does the 
other. 


Fight for Allies 


Of course, apart from the fact that 


we have to make war the way we 
are doing, whether we wish it or not, 
a good many of us like to feel that 
we are indeed fighting for John Bull 
and little Holland and Greece and 
all our other friends who have been 
caught in this mess. The good 
neighbor policy is a much happier 
outlook on life, especially since this 
world of ours has shrunk to the size 
of an apple, where there is no place 
in which we can isolate ourselves.

HITLER AGENT 


IS SENTENCED 


Washington, March 14 (AP) — 


George Sylvester Viereck, German- 
born American citizen convicted as 
a propagandist for the Third Reich, 
today was under a federal prison 
entence of two to six years. 
Counsel for the poet-journalist 


who fell afoul the Registration Act 
of 1938 by failing to give complete 
outline of his activities on behalf 
of Germany, asked the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals to re- 
ease him on bail pending action 
on appeal. 


Justice F. Dickinson Letts yester- 


day sentenced Viereck, fining him 
11,500 and costs as well as sentenc- 
ng him to federal prison for the 
imit allowed by law. 


Viereck told the court he was 


•passionately devoted to the United 
States" and that he owed no al- 
egiance to another nation. One son. 
George. Jr., is in the Army, he said, 
and another. Peter, is about to enter 
the service. 


The convicted man's statement to 


the court was called a "diatribe" by 
Maloney. who said that whatever 
sentence was given "would be much 
less than he would receive in the 
country he spoke for."

TO BUILD TEN 


BATTLESHIPS 


Harrisburg, March 14 (AP) — A 


state-wide survey today disclosed 
1,223 scrap yards in Pennsylvania 
containing 88.754 wrecked automo- 
biles and trucks—enough metal to 
build 10 battleships of 35,000 tons 
each. 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 


ture and the Works Projects Ad- 
ministration made the survey in an 
effort to speed the flow of scrap 
to hungry steel mills. A salvage 
drive is being conducted by the 
state Defense Council. 


The 551 urban junkyards included 


in the WPA check showed 51,016 
wrecked vehicles while the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture located 37,738 
cars and trucks in 677 rural grave- 
yards. Officials estimated each aver- 
aged a ton of metal. 


Philadelphia topped the list of 


counties with 116 graveyards con- 
taining 7,633 vehicles. Allegheny 
was next with 91 and 6,900 respect- 
ively with Northampton third at 15 
and 6,405. Beaver, Lancaster and 
Washington had slightly more than 
3,000 vehicles. 


There were no graveyards in Pul- 


ton county while Forest had five 
with five vehicles. 


Need Scrap Metal 


Announcing results of the survey, 


Chairman James E. Walker of the 
agriculture department's state War 
Board said that during recent 
months furnaces having an annual 
capacity of several million tons had 
been forced to shut down solely due 
to lack of iron and steel scrap. He 
said the iron and steel scrap short- 
age for 1942 was estimated at a 
minimum of six million tons. 


While declaring operators of scrap 


yards would be offered a fair price 
for their material, Walker added 
that "in cases where fair offers are 
rejected, government investigation 
will follow and the power of requisi- 
tion may be invoked." 


He asked state War Boards to 


provide names and addresses of any 
junkyards withholding scrap and 
also of dealers paying prices "sub- 
stantially below the local price levels 
calculated from a price map."

government supervision." 


Films Stopped at Borders 


He reminded photographers that 


prints or films stopped by censors 
at the border are wasted and in 
these days "waste is unwise." 


Price commended camera clubs 


which have made known a desire 
to cooperate with the government in 
this connection and said "detailed 
information about the handling of 
all types of films by international 
mail, freight, or express is being 
prepared and will be made public 
soon." 


Acknowledging that his office had 


been asked why photographs of 
army camps, warships and war pro- 
duction plants had been made pub- 
lic by magazines, news reel com- 
panies and newspapers, Price ex- 
' plained: 


No Cause for Apprehension 


"I believe there is,little real cause 


for apprehension. These pictures 
normally have been approved in ad- 
vance by the government for publi- 
cation in order to show the Amer- 
ican people what the armed serv- 
ices are doing and what American 
factories are producing. They have 
been closely inspected to make cer- 
ain that they contain no details 
vhich the enemy might like to see. 
Editors voluntarily are making a 
;areful check on the photographs 
hey use. 
"It must be remembered also that 


until the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor last December 7, there were 
no limitations on the mailing of pic- 
rures to foreign countries. It would 
be futile to ask American editors 
not to print photographs which 
;ould have been taken before that 
time, for the enemy unquestionably 
has the information."

Keep 'Em ftcudy! 


As many readers have already dis- 


covered this column is concentrating, 
on doing its share toward winning 
the war by helping motorists keep 
their cars in such shape that emer- 
gencies are not going to find them 
with broken down, unreliable equip- 
ment.

ment of car trouble. 


Here\ A Good Example 


Sticky valves are common enough 


source of motor

If they are not corrected 
they will be subjected to combustion 
flame and will warp. 


The Motor Primer 


Orchids to readers who are brush- 


ing, up on fundamentals. Take that 
matter of compression, for instance. 
We should know that the power we 
are going to get out of a charge of 
gas vapor depends mostly on how 
Jigntly a piston packs it when com- 
ing up on its compression stroke. 
But we seem to think this all de- 
pends on how the engineers design - 


avoid going all the way around a 
circle or the block. Private drive- 
ways are a means to many saved 
miles, but even in backing and turn- 
ing there are ways to cut down on 
the number of operations.

Taking Off The Head 


If you are planning to spend the 


week-end taking off the cylinder 
head for carbon removal be sure you 
remember a simple little trick, that 
will speed the job. Since the gasket 
will stick you will find it difficult 
to remove the head even after the 
nuts are unscrewed and taken off 
their studs, but you can get around 
this difficulty by stepping on the 
starter for a moment or two. Don't 
switch on the ignition. When the 
engine is turned over by the starter 
the pistons will build up enough 
compresiiuii within the cylinders to 
push the head up. Be certain to 
leave spark plugs in. 


One Job For You 


Maybe you have noticed that the 


high tension wire to the center of 


i the distributor 
cap sometimes is 


found to be a bit loose But did you 
ever stop to realize that if any of 
the other high tension wires are 
loose at the distributor cap you may 
also gee high resistance and poor 
ignition? It is a good plan to pull 
out the wires now and a?ain, one 
at a time so as not to get them out 
of their correct order, clean the 
ends and then plug them in again. 
Corrosion at their ends is a fre- 
quent cause of poor ignition. 


A Useful Trio 


Your car will not get such rough 


treatment if you remember to revise 
tire pressures downward for city 
travel. Usually city streets are not 
as smooth as the open road and 
super-highways. 


When you have the oil changed 


be sure the engine is well warmed 
up. Not only does the old oil drain 
off more fully but you save a dose 
of dilution when starting the engine 
again. 


It used to be a good idea to crank j
